That is’ to maintain 
upon these trade routes the -reg- 
ular operation of substantial ship- 
ping under the American ‘flag. 
Commérce cannot operate upon 
uncertainty ef transportation; it 
requires regular ferry-like sail- 
ings. The type of ship whieh is 
‘best adapted to such regular ser- 
vice. and at the same time is the 
most practical for us to operate iy 
the cargo. liner: L 

The. Government of the ‘United 
States is now deeply in the ship- 
ping business and I believe must 
continue to operate upon routes 
where private operation cannot 
undertake it until the routes have 
been built up to, the ‘point. where 
private operatiod can undertake 
them.
